Down  the  narrow  streets  of  London,  into  the  rough 
courtyard  of  the  inn  they  clattered,  gay  of  heart  and  clad 
in  motley  costume,  Chaucer's  immortal  Canterbury  Pil- 
grims, come  to  make  preparations  at  the  Tabard  Inn  for 
their  journey  to  Canterbury.  They  represented  all  walks 
of  life  and  all  varieties  of  temperament,  from  the  dainty 
Prioress  to  the  Miller  with  the  wart  on  his  nose. 

A  gust  of  wind — and  six  hundred  years  have  been 
swept  away.  The  Canterbury  Pilgrims  have  receded  into 
the  dim  corridors  of  time — but  not  so  with  pilgrimages. 
Mankind  is  still  seeking  that  which  he  has  never  found.  We 
recognize  ourselves  as  another  pilgrim  band,  gathered 


together  by  chance,  on  the  way  to  some  other  Canterbury 
shrine.  We,  also,  have  paused  to  prepare  ourselves  before 
beginning  the  long  journey.  Our  group,  too,  includes  a 
variety  of  personalities.  The  dandyish  Squire,  the  worldly 
Monk,  the  gossipy  Friar,  and  the  Knight  who  loved  chiv- 
alry and  honour — we  have  known  them  all  in  their  modern 
guise. 

Shortly  we  shall  fare  forth,  with  the  light  heart  and 
bright  costume  of  youth.  May  our  pilgrimage,  fortified  by 
strong  friendships,  living  knowledge,  and  ideals  of  respon- 
sibility to  our  fellow-travelers,  prove  as  pleasant  as  that  of 
the  Canterbury  Pilgrims  and  lead  us,  at  last,  to  that  other 
cathedral,  built,  not  of  stone,  but  of  years  of  uncompro- 
mising striving  for  the  Right. 
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LIKE  THE  Nun,  serene  in  bearing;  like  the 
Clerk,  a  lover  of  knowledge;  like  the  Parson, 
"rich  in  holy  thought  and  work" ;  and,  like 
the  knight,  "honoured  everywhere  for  worth- 
iness," she  is  the  epitome  of  all  that  is  finest 
in  the  best-loved  Canterbury  Pilgrims.  We, 
however,  who  have  known  her  in  the  inti- 
mate contact  of  school  life,  can  not  think  of 
her  in  meaningless  abstraction.  To  us,  she  is, 
rather,  the  staunch  supporter  of  student  acti- 
vities, the  sincere  friend  and  sympathetic  ad- 
viser, and  the  advocater  of  that  thorough  and 
precise  knowledge  that  constitutes  real  scho- 
larship. In  this  day  of  bewildering  stand- 
ards, she  is  a  strong  and  comforting  assur- 
ance that  there  are  values  which  the  days  can 
not  change.

Early  on  a  bright  morning  in  September,  1935,  several  hundred  frightened, 
but  determined  Sophomores  trailed  their  way  to  old  Central  High  School. 
Visions  of  what  was  to  come  danced  before  them — things  to  be  accomplished — 
things  that  had  never  been  done  before.  But  first  the  belt  line  had  to  be  met, 
conquered,  and  left  to  be,  or  not  to  be  forgotten.  'Twas  done,  and  under 
the  competent  guidance  of  "Tiny"  Waddill  and  Jimmy  Greenwood,  the  class 
of  '38  started  moving  on  to  triumph. 

Three  outstanding  events  marked  this  first  year  of  our  existence;  namely — 
the  installation  of  the  motion  picture  machine  with  its  attendant  recess  and 
full-length  shows;  the  renewal  of  the  gym  classes  bringing  with  them  the 
Girls'  Athletic  Association  and  organized  sports  for  girls;  and  the  re-installa- 
tion of  the  National  Honor  Society. 

Central  had  now  become  such  a  popular  place  that  something  had  to  be 
done  about  the  traffic  problem.  Accordingly,  a  traffic  system  was  organized 
and  the  halls  took  on  the  appearance  of  a  well  regulated  city,  complete  with 
officers  and  signals. 

The  Rambler,  official  bi-monthly  paper  again  received  an  "A"  rating  from 
the  Southern  Scholastic  Press  Association. 

Radio  debates  were  instigated  by  the  O.  D.  S.,  and  through  this  medium 
put  Central  in  a  bright  spot  in  the  nation's  conscience. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Class  of  '38  was  clicking  like  a  well  oiled 
machine,  and  was  "raring"  to  enter  into  the  fields  of  glory  as  Juniors. 

The  Junior  year  opened  most  auspiciously  with  Mack  Murphy  at  its 
helm.  The  first  project  of  the  year  was  the  installation  of  the  student  tele- 
phone, for  which  the  students  and  faculty  had  long  felt  a  need. 

Deep  sorrow  came  to  us  during  this  year  with  the  death  of  our  beloved 
Miss  Charlee,  who  for  many  years  had  been  the  guiding  mentor  of  all  Cen- 
tral students.  She  was  mourned  alike  by  students,  faculty,  and  alumni;  for 
all  who  had  known  her  loved  her.  The  desire  to  have  some  fitting  memorial, 
to  be  the  outward  expression  for  our  love  and  devotion  for  her,  was  the  upper- 
most thoughts  in  our  minds.  A  memorial  fund  was  raised,  and  a  beautiful 
portrait  was  hung  in  the  main  hall  as  a  constant  and  loving  reminder  that 
although  she  is  no  longer  with  us  in  person,  her  spirit  still  remains  as  the 
guardian  friend  of  all  Central  students. 

A  new  secretary,  Miss  Miriam  MacFadyen,  carved  a  place  for  herself  in 
the  business  side  of  the  school,  replacing  Miss  Lena  Jones,  who  felt  the  darts 
of  Cupid,  and  left  us  for  the  school  of  matrimony. 

So  this  year  of  Junior  life  rolled  on  to  a  close,  selecting  Gene  McGarity 
as  president  of  the  Class,  and  Mack  Murphy  as  Chief  Marshal  to  usher  out 
the  Class  of  '37,  who  had  at  last  gained  that  coveted  position — Seniors  of 
Central. 
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Senior  year — a  time  of  dignity.  We  were  now  the  leading  class,  and 
it  was  now  our  duty  to  work  even  harder  than  before  for  the  glory  of  our 
school.  During  the  summer  a  new  wing  of  twelve  rooms  had  been  added  to 
the  main  building,  and  a  music  building  had  been  built  on  the  back  campus. 
A  fully  equipped  infirmary  was  opened  in  the  main  building,  and  radio  loud- 
speakers were  placed  in  the  history  class  rooms.  As  its  first  project,  the  Stu- 
dent Assembly  refurnished  Dr.  Garinger's  outer  office.  Central  was  indeed 
growing  into  an  outstanding  modern  school  plant. 

During  the  fall,  the  Music  Department  made  music  history  with  the  pres- 
entation of  the  first  light  opera  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  opera, 
H.  M.  S.  Pinafore,  was  well  presented  before  large  audiences.  A  little  later, 
a  series  of  weekly  musical  broadcasts  were  begun. 

Mack  Murphy,  president  of  the  Student  Council,  and  Jack  Huckabee, 
president  of  the  Senior  Class  led  us  safely  and  swiftly  through  our  first 
semester  of  Senior  life.  It  was  during  this  regime  that  a  nickelodian  was  placed 
in  the  cafeteria.  The  football  team,  for  the  second  consecutive  time  attained 
the  height  of  State  Champions.  In  this  semester,  many  new  clubs  were  formed, 
both  social,  and  vocational. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester,  Gene  McGarity  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  Senior  Class,  and  Bill  Shore  president  of  the  Student  Council  to 
lead  us  on  to  that  glorious,  yet  sad  conclusion  of  our  High  School  life. 

During  this  term  the  school  dances  gained  in  popularity,  and  the  gym 
became  the  scene  of  much  music  and  fun.  So  well  did  these  affairs  succeed, 
that  we  were  allowed  a  half-hour  broadcast  of  our  music  over  radio  station 
W.B.T. 

St.  Patrick's  Day  brought  again  its  annual  carnival  with  all  its  hi-jinks 
and  merry  making.  Incidentally,  this  carnival  was  the  most  successful  one  in 
the  history  of  the  school,  both  socially  and  financially. 

A  sixteen  millemeter  projecting  machine  was  purchased  and  added  to  our 
motion  picture  equipment,  a  fine  addition,  and  one  of  which  we  are  proud. 

A  straw  vote  on  the  question  of  the  Municipal  Swimming  Pool  was 
raised,  and,  according  to  the  student  votes,  is  a  settled  issue.  The  vital  ques- 
tion of  an  R.  O.  T.  C.  unit  at  Central  is  at  present  before  the  public. 

But  all  things  must  come  to  an  end  and  so  it  is  with  regret  that  we  leave 
Central,  where  we  shared  joy  and  sorrow,  hard  work  and  fair  play,  and 
journey  out  into  the  world  of  college  and  business.  We  hope  that  we  have 
written  a  record  of  our  deeds,  not  only  on  paper,  but  in  the  very  heart  of 
Central,  itself.  May  she  find  that  record  worthy  of  her  traditions,  and  accept 
it  as  our  part  of  her  great  history. 

Central  will  live  in  our  hearts,  and  we,  the  Class  of  '38  are  proud  and 
grateful  to  have  been  her  students.
